This was confis- 
cated ‘by the Janta. There is little 
doubt but that Balmaceda is making 
his way over the Andes through the 
south pass. It would be impossible to 
stop him now. 

“Minister Egan’s friends are doing 
their utmost to dispel the impression 
that he has acted’ offensively as a par- 
tisan of the late government, One of 
them, nawed Spencer, is authority for 
the statement that it was largely due 
to Egan’s efforts that the President de- 
cided to turn: over the government to 
Bacquedano and give up the struggle. 
This was done, says Spencer, in the 
face of the opposition of Balmaceda’s 
ministers, who insisted that the vic- 
tory of the revolutionists at Placilla 
was not decisive and were desirous of 
keeping up the fight, despite the fall 
of Valparaiso.

Important Rulings by the 
Supreme Court, 


THREE DECISIONS YESTERDAY 


a 


TheCase of Sheward vs. the City 
Water Company Reversed— 
Divorces Granted—Soon 
~ Lee Habeas Corpus. 


Three opinions were received from head- 
quarters yesterday by Deputy. Clerk Ash- 
more, of the Supreme Court, 

In the case of Hewitt (respondent) vs. 
Dean et al. (appellants) the order denying 
a new trial is affirmed, and the court below 
is directed to modify its judgment by reduc- 
ing the amount allowed for attorney’s fees 
to $125, as of the date the judgment ap- 
peaied from was eptered, ahd as so modified 
the judgment shall stand affirmed. This 
was an action to foreclose a mortgage giyap 
upon real property to seeure the payment of 
a note for $2500. 

The judgment I{s affirmed in the case of 
W. F. Stanton (respondent) vs. George 
Quinan et al. (appellants,) an action 
to foreclose a mortgage executed by 
defendant Quinan to one Salton, who 
contracted with him for the saie of the 
described in the wmortg.ge for 

596, to be paid inthree ipstallments, Sal- 
tun agreeing to convey when the second 
payment was made, and to receive the 
mortgage thereon to secure the last pay- 
ment. Four days after this contract was 
nade Quinan sold the preperty to ‘Thomas 
W. Grimes for #4000, which was also to be 
paid in three installments, two deferied 
payments being secured by negotiuble notes. 
Saiton knew of this and plaintiff purchased 
the morigace with full knowledge of ali the 
facts. Grincs alsu, at the timeef his pur- 
chase, knew ail the facts with reference to 
the.contract between Salton and Quinan; 
but contended that Salton took the mort- 
gaze subject to his equities as purchaser 
from Quiuan, and that his interest in the 
land, is not subject to the lien of the mort- 
gage, with which latter conteution the 
Supreme Court does not agree, ; 

ln the case of J. ‘[. Sheward (respondent) } 
vs. the Citizens’ Water Company (appellant) 
the appeal from the order of injunction 
made Uctober 20, 1890, is dismissed; the 
judgment appealed from is reversed, and 
the cause remanded. 

This is an action in which the plaintiff 
refused to pay the defendant’s demands for 
water furnished to him for domestic use 
during the months of July and August, 
1890, and when defendant threatened to cut 
oit his water supply, drought suit to enjoin 
defendant from so doing, Plaintiff claimed 
that according tothe ordinance of Febru- 
ary, 1890, fixing the water rates, defendant 
was only entitied to coliect the sum of #6,20 
per mopth from him, and this amount he 
tendered to the defeidant. The water 
company, however, refused to accept it and 
demanded $12.95 for July and $11.95 for Au- 
gust, in accurdance with the measurements 
of its meter in plainotiff’s huuse. pro- 
visional order of injunction was issued on Oc- 
tober 20, 1890, in accordance with the.prayer 
ot plaintiff's complaint, and thereatter 

efendant filed an amended answer, to 
which piaintiff demurred. ‘The court hav- 
ing sustained the demurrer, defendant 
declined to further amend its answer; 
whereupon on October 25, 1897, the court 
rendered its judgment, “that the portion of 


the ordinance set out in the complaint 


which provides for meter rates at the ap- 
tien of the company furnishing water 
is null and void,” and perpetually enjoined 
defendant from shutting off the water sup- 
plied to plaintiff. On November 8, 189v, 
defendant appealed from the judgment, and 
on November 19 from the order of injunc- 
tion, ‘This order was provisional 
j ‘unt 


ordér in the premises.” Upon the entry of 
the final decree this provisional remedy was 
werged in the perpetual injunction thereby 
grauted, and ceased to have any operative 
effect upon defendant. Its functions hav- 
ing thus terminated,there was thereafter no 
existing “order” granting an injunction 
from which an appeal could betaken. In 
the other case it is admitted by plaintiff 
thatthe ordinance was properly adopted, 
and that for the year beginning July 1, 
1890, the defendant was entitled to collect 
for the water consumed by him according to 
the rates therein specified; that in the 
monthof May, before the ordinance 
into effect, defendant, forthe purpose of 
ascertaining the exact cousumption of 
water on plaintiff’s applied a 
meter to the water service tor said premises, 
“with the knowledge and consent of 
plainsitf,” that the consumption of water 
plaintiff: during the montis 
of July and August” was mueh 
in excess ofthe amount reasonably re- 
quired” in thatit was “‘iarge, uuusual and 
wasteful;”’ that said mster was s0 con- 
structed “that it would properiv and accur- 
ately measure the water consumed by plaia- 
tiff on his premises,’’by said meter it was 
ascertained that piaintiff consumed 7311 
cubic feet of waterin July, and 6652 cubic 
feetin August;the sums demanded by defen- 
dant were reasonable, avd were the ordi- 
nary meter ch.rge made by defendant to 
its customers, and in no wise discriminative 
against plaintiff, and were less than che 
amount of fates therefor fixed by the 
ordinance; and that plaintiff had refused to 
said sums. 
The Supreme Court holds that upon the 
facts thus admitted plaiotiff showed no 


cause of action tor compelling defendant to 


continue its supply of water, or to epjoin it 
from cutting off euch supply. - 

Alter reviewing the ordinance Justice 
Harrison in his opinion says ... 
practical legislation absolute perfection is 
unattainable. 

‘“lhese rates are not permanently con- 
clusive upon either, the consumer or the 
cowpany. If the consumer is of the opinion 
that they call forgreater consumption than 
is authorized by tue anwunt of water which | 
is actually supplied to him, he has the right: 
to have his exact consumption ascertained 
and rated; if upon the otber hand, the 
comp ny isof the opinion that the copn- 
sumer makes use of a larger amount of 


*| water than is justified under the estimate 


made in fixing the rates for specific uses, it 
can attach a meter and receive cumpensa- 
tion for the exact amount used. In either 
case there is nothing unjust or inequitable to 
either party, since in each the consumer re- 
ceives and the consumer pays for the exact 
amount of water supplied. Nor can it.bs 
said that the ordinance itself furnishes any 
opportunity for discrimination or distinc- 
tion between its custumers. . . . 

* + * * “With reference to the propo- 
sition of the respondeni that the company 
has not the right or powerto shut off the 
water from its consumer, when he refuses 
to pay for the water supplied, we merely 
say, sit is submitted without argument, it 
is overruled in like manner.’ ”

TEMESCAL TIN- MINES, 


The Work of Development in Active 
“Progress. 

There has been so much talk about the 
recent changes at the ‘Temescal tin mines, 
that apy authentic information on the sub- 
ject is of interest atthistime. G. E, Bailey, 
the civil engineer and traveler, recently vis- 
ited the mines, and on Monday last, in an 
interview with a San Francisco Chronicle 
reporter, gave the present status of the 
case in substance, as follows: ip 

The stockholders in London had for some 
time been dissatisfied with the management 
of Col. Robinson, and he was ordered to go 
thither toreport. He arrived in Loudon on 
Friday, August 21,and on the following 
Monday acablegram was received at the 
mines, worded as fellows: 

“Robinson arrived Friday. He is no 
longer a servantof this company. Act ac- 
cordingly.” 

This dispatch was directed tothe new 
superintendent, J. Harris, an expe-, 
rienced Cornish tin miner. In accordance 
with instructions previously given, he at 
once proceeded to shut down all work ex- 
cept that of the actual developmentof the 
mine and reduction of the ore. He stopped 
workon-an expensive dam that was being 
put up ata distance of four miles from the 
mine, as an abundance of water was being 
all the time pumped from the shafis, Work 
was also suspended on some eluborate farm- 
ing operations that were being carried on 
at great expense. MHarris’s instructions 


| were to subordinate everything to the im- 


mediate and full developmentof the mine 
itself, and this be is doing. 

‘The experimental mill that was first put 
upds kept steadily running, and Auras out 
a large quantity of tin daily. In about four 
weeks the new mill, which has been under 
way for some time, will be in running 
order, while by the first of the coming year 
more extensive machinery, already on 
the ground, will be put up and will be turn- 
ing cut pig tin, 

‘There are many orders already on hard 
for biock tin which the company cannot 
suppiy, owing t its limited facilities. But 
with afl ornamental work cut off, and with 
a thorough tin mining expert in charge, the 
miues will soon De abie to turp out at least 
a fair share of the metal that is needed. 

It has been decided, by the way, to call the 
mine the Temescal, (the original name,) and 
all tin going out is now branded with that 
ame. °

Our plan for a public market place 
appears to be making little or no prog- 
ress. A committee was appointed by | 
the Council to investigate and report 
upon the upper erd of Los Angeles 
Street for the purposé named, but 
nothing further has come of it, so far 
as known tothe public.

road, and the like.

be accepted asa true picture of the 
condition of business in San Francisco 
or not. “It may have been exaggeratea 


the assessment of the city, but substan- 
tially the same things have been said 
for somé time pastin a less responsi- 
ble way. If it is true that the business 
of San Francisco is declining, in. spite 
of her commanding cummercial 
position, it is a serious reflection 
on the enterprise and ability 
of leading merchants. ‘Tnai 
the statement is true in large part, we 
believe, and the condition of things set 
forth by Mr. Sanderson is mostly due 
to the silurianism which has been the 
curse of San Francisco for years. The 
abominable condition of the streets of 
the city is another symptom of the same 
disease of dry rot.

A Prospector’s Story About 
sDeath Valley. 


| TERRIFIC ELECTRICAL STORM 


A Downpour of Scalding Water-A 
Long Trip with an Insane Man 
—The Original Explor- 
ing Party. 


Barton, a miner 
and prospector, has just returned from 
Death Valley. Mr. Barton brings 
back with him a remarkable story. He 
states that of a sudden one of the mem- 
bers of his party was taken insane. 
This occurred at Charleston, about 
twenty miles over the line in Nevada. 
Mr. Barton started south, intendihg 
to land him in San Bernardino, which 
he finally did. But in the trip south 
he stopped at Ibex, on the edge of 
Death Valley. Hore at midnight the 
thermometer stood at 115°. 

Over the valley—and by this is 
meant Death Valley—at 7 p.m. there 
occurred a remarkable phenomenon. 
Two clouds—one from the east and 
one from the west—met. An electric 
storm followed the like of which has 
never been seen by living man.~ For 
an hour the blaze was simply terrific. 
It was possibie for Mr. Barton or his 
crazy friend to pick up a pin. The 
lightning flashed so that their horses 
would jerk against the ropes in a vain 
endeafor to break away. 

Tien following the electric storm 
came afall of rain. The water was 
boiling. This lasted for.about ten 
minutes. 

“The parties in camp 
forced to cover themselves over in or- 
der to protect their bodies trom the 
scalding water which was falling. The 
thundér was somethiny which no artil- 
ery force on the face of ibe earth—no 
matter how great—could repeat. 


Mr. Barton tells a story of the origi-: 


nal party which went to Death Valley 
aud which gave to the valley the name 
it now bears and which is entirely new 
aud original. 

Mr. Barton went upon the desert to 


“| find the Gunsight lead. This iead was 


made famous from the fact that when 
it was first d scovered the silver found 
was used for sights for guns. It was 
therefore named as the Gunsight lead. 
Originally the lead was discovered 
by the party that perished in Death 
Valley. Sffice then it never has been 
found although -numerous prospectors 


have spent weeks, months and years. 


ina vain search. Lives have been lost 
—water, food and everything has 
been lacking to the daring prospectors. 


Mr. Barton, in relating his experi- | 


ence in the valley and what be found 
there in the way of relics of the orig- 
inal party which, in 1849, endeavored 
to pass through Death Valley, tells a 
story which has never before ngpeated 
in print, Le says: 

“We started at Indian Creek, on the 
north side of the Chariestou Moun- 
tains, about one bundred and, 
miles north of Daggett.
